1. AFuiJS i3 a Latvian and will be about 40 years oi' age now. He studied 
"Jurisprudence” at the University at RIGA until 1038 or 1939} he had the 
reputation of being a brill i a it student. He speaks Latvian, Russian and German 

very fluently, and probably a' little of other languages. Upon leaving the 
University, he joined the Latvian Polioe in a junior administrative position. 
hi$ reputation inside the Police Service was that of an energetio and 
promising youiig man, who was extremely anti-Russian and anti— com m u n ist. ■+.y. 

vhen the Germans occupied Latvia, he at once joined the German Seourity 
Police (Sicherheitsdienat) and quickly attained the rank of 4'ajor, with o non a n d 
of a special task-force some 150/200 strong, which operated agninst the partisan ; 
bands resisting in the forests. This task-force was several v tines ordered " 
over the Latvian border into Russia, and wfiilot its duties on these occasions • 
were ostensibly the oombatting of partisan resistance, it was generally under- 
stood that it took part in pogroms ordered by the Germans against Russian Jens. . 
He was seen in uniform in LXHAU, Latvia, in October/November, 1944. 


2. '.'.'hen the Germans retreated from Latvia, AkAJS oane to Germany vith them, 

accompanied by a small portion of his task— force. The. majority of his men 
stayed behind to fight with partisans against the Russians. his wife also 
oaios to Gerraaqy and lived in the southern part of Bevaria. The person most 
likely to be able to give information as t-o hie wartime aotivities is probably 
.Herbert TLIDLV/.AKUS, who was also u ilajor in the German Seourity Police and who 
is now in a DP Camp in either Niedersacusen or V/estphalia, When the war 
.ended, AKA JS adopted the name ABOL3 (a common Latvian name) in order to oonoeal 
his true identity, and appeared in LU133SC5C in 1945 under the latter name. 
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.5. In late 194? or early" 1946, ^e “was arrested in the name of ABQLS^Sy the 
■'British and interned in a Camp near KAHUUffr until late in 1948. After ah 
■investigation by the British War Crimes Conmssion, he was released about 
Christmas, 1946. 
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
